TUSCAN!'.— By the last European arrival 


we learn that the Provisional Government 
ol Tuscany has inaugurated its legislative 
career by a decree abolishing the punish- 
ment of death, without distinction of 


Hy ntltnr decrees, the grand 
M^ntrg"-"»-*"^Tr~ffi"'.~* 


the public press, is repealed; the two uni- 
versities of Pisa and Kierm are re-establish- 
ed ; the late Ministers of the Grand Duke 
are dissmisseil, as also Gen. Ferrari, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Tuscan army; and 
Count de Cambray Bigby is appointed 
civil commissary to the corps of observa- 
tion. 


Excepting the Austrian Minister, none 


of the representatives of foreign powers at 
Florence h&ve tak en down their escutcheons; 
those oi Sardinia, France, and England 
have entered into official relations with the 
Provisional Government. The latter has 
authorized six persons to \vear the medal 
of Si. Helena, conferred nn them by tne 
Emperoi of the French. The horses he- 
longing to the grand ducal body guard 
have been turned over 10 the artillery. 
A 


corps of observation has been stationed at 
Le Filagare, a frontier town on the Bologna 
road, and bodies of inlantry and artillery 
have been detached to Massa and Carrara, 
Gen. Ulloa himself having proceeded thith- 
tr to take certain military precautions. 
The following is the proclamation issued 
by him on assuming the command of the 
Tuscan army : 


" Tuscan soldiers ! You cannot remain 


passive spectators when th' cannon perhaps 
already roars in Italy against Austria.
